Juvenile Court Judge R. Y. 
Williams Discusses Tru­ 
ancy Problem 


The problem of the boy tru an t in 
Orange county is one of the m ost 
im portant school problem s not yet 
worked out. 
This problem is receiving the at­ 
tention of m any of the best known 
officials and sociological w orkers of 
Orange county. 
According to Superior Judge R. Y. 
W illiam s, judge of the juvenile court, 
a big factor in the solution of the 
problem lies in the establishm ent of 
a county parental school. 
“My experience as judge of the ju­ 
venile eourt convinced m e long ago 
that. this county should have a par­ 
ental school.’’ said Judge Williams. 
“I believe the school should be a 
countyw ide institution, for the child­ 
ren we deal with 
in our Juvenile 
work both in the court and through 
the truancy departm ent of the coun­ 
ty school system come from all over 
♦ he county. 
No school district is 
immune. 
“In the schools of th is county, as 
in other counties, 
are num bers of 
boys from the ages of 12 to 16 who 
have broken from or are in danger 
of breaking from the control of par­ 
ents and school authorities. 
“If this lack of control is allowed 
(o continue, to what will it lead? 
In some cases, it leads to crime. 
It

Milk May Not Start Work 
Until In September, Is 
Possibility 


The beet crop in O range county 
this season will reach bum per pro­ 
portions. at least so far as per acre 
yield is concerned. 
This prediction w as m ade here to ­ 
day by a beet sugar m an who is 
fam iliar 
with 
conditions obtaining 
throughout the county. 
This reason’s output is confidently 
expected to exceed the total of last 
season, when approxim ately 90,000 
tons of beets went through the m ills 
for which they were produced and 
cam e out sparkling crystals of sw eet­ 
ness. 
The per acre yield last year aver­ 
aged around eight tons, 
and it is 
believed this will be exceeded this 
year. 
The beets now look b etter than in 
any previous year at th is early date 
in the season, according to The R eg­ 
ister's inform ant. 
W eather Ideal 
T he w eather of the past few days 
has been as if m ade to order of th e 
beet growers. 
It is ideal w eather. 
Tt 
is 
possible 
th at

th« 
w eather conditions 
of the 
p resen t 
continue for the m onth, the crop will 
be a little slow in m aturing, delay­ 
ing tho period when thousands of 
hands will be turned to the activi­ 
ties incident to converting the roots 
into sugar.

parison with those incidental to la s t 
y ear’s production 
In view of the fact that all of the 
product has not been sold It is Im­ 
possible for the factories to give a 
figure on the average retu rn to the 
grow er per ton of beets. 
O peration of the five factories in 
O range county usually sta rts around 
August I. although there have been 
seasons when the m achinery was set 
in motion by the m iddle of July. 
It is said th at present indications 
do not point to the crop m aturing 
sufficiently early to adm it of a start 
before August I and th at should th# 
present w eather continue the possi­ 
ble opening date m ay be delayed ss 
late as the middle of August,

Mr. Sibley, “and future agricultural 
development is almost entirely de­ 
pendent upon electric service.”

demonstrated that for every two per­ 
sons added to the population, one 
horsepower in generating machinery 
must be installed 
in

plants to meet their needs. 
Four horsepower in the

about $4000 In investment, and irri­ 
gates Avo acres of land, mining $720 
worth of ore and carrying 1800 pas­ 
sengers on electric railways. 
The 
tremendous growth predicted for the 
next ten years in the West will only 
be possible, according to Mr. Sibley, 
if the money is forthcoming to carry 
out the power program which the 
public service industry has laid out.

and newspaper men,

NEW YORK, June 14.—Two furth­ 
er battleships of the largest dimen­ 
sions are under construction’ in pri­ 
vate yards in Japan. 
They are the 
Raga, building, and the Tosa, at Na­ 
gasaki. 
They are units of the naval 
program of 1918, 1919 
Until now the ships were thought 
to be the type of the Negato, now the 
world’s 
most 
powerful 
warships. 
However, this is a mistake, for they 
are at least 7000 tons larger and have 
25 per cent greater gunpower. There 
is nothing, in commission 
in 
the 
American navy with which they may 
be compared. Nor may they be com­ 
pared with the monster battle cruis­ 
er Hood. 
The only ships in the American 
service with which they may be com­ 
pared are those of the Colorado class j 
now under construction. 
The Col- 
orados are 624 feet long, displace 
normally 32,600 tons, make 21 knots 
and have a main battery of eight 16- 
inch 45-caliber guns firing 
a 
shell 
weighing 2098 pounds. 
The Ragas are about 700 feet long* 
of about 41,000 tons normal displace­ 
ment, make 23 knots 
and 
carry a 
main battery of ten 16-inch 45-cali­ 
ber guns, firing a projectile weighing 
2460 pounds. 
The complete weight 
of broadside from the Colorado will 
be 16,784 pounds as against 24,600 
pounds for the Raga.
